MALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ORDER  No.  10  (1952) 


Order  Establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Sheet-metal  Trade 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board 
of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression  “sheet-metal  trade”  means 
and  includes  all  work  usually  done  by  journeymen  in  connection  with: — 

(a)  The  fabrication  or  installation,  or  both  the  fabrication  and  installa¬ 
tion,  of  gravity  or  forced  air  heating,  or  conditioned-air  installation; 
or 

( b )  The  fabrication  or  erection,  or  both  the  fabrication  and  erection,  or 
installation  of  any  sheet-metal  work  in  connection  with  any  resi¬ 
dential,  commercial,  or  industrial  building,  plant,  or  establishment, 
or  ship,  boat,  or  barge. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer  and  every  employee  in  the 
sheet-metal  trade,  except  employees  employed  in  the  production-line  or  assembly¬ 
line  manufacture  of  sheet-metal  products  for  resale. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  employees  to  whom  this  Order  applies  shall  be 
as  provided  in  clauses  ( a ),  ( b ),  and  (c)  of  this  section,  and  section  6  of  this  Order. 

(a)  All  employees,  except  as  provided  in  clause  ( b )  hereof,  $1.25  per 
hour. 

( b )  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of  the  “Male  Minimum  Wage 
Act,”  for  whose  employment  permits  in  writing  have  been  issued  by 
the  Board:  The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed  in  the  permit. 

(c)  (i)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all 
hours  worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day. 

(ii)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay 
for  all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  44  in  the  week  where  the  hours 
worked  do  not  exceed  8  in  any  one  day. 

Permits  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Board  to  work  such  overtime. 

4.  Clause  (c)  of  section  3,  with  respect  to  the  overtime  rate  of  pay,  shall  not 
apply  to: — 

(i)  Persons  who  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the 
said  Act. 

(ii)  Employees  working  under  an  arrangement  with  respect  to  hours  of 
work  established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  or  section 

11  (3)  or  section  11  (4)  of  the  “Hours  of  Work  Act”  until  the 
employee  has  completed  the  hours  so  established. 

5.  Clause  (c)  of  section  3  with  respect  to  the  overtime  rate  of  pay  may  be 
varied  by  the  Board  to  meet  the  conditions  that  may  apply  when: — 

(i)  Any  industrial  undertaking  or  class  of  industrial  undertakings  as 
defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  is  exempt  in  whole  or  in  part 
from  the  operation  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  section 

12  of  the  said  Act;  or 

(ii)  A  regulation  is  made  by  the  Board  with  respect  to  an  industrial 
undertaking  as  defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  11  ( 1 )  of  the  said  Act. 

6.  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of  an  employer:  The  em¬ 
ployee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the  place  of  work  in 
response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  of  2  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular 
rate  if  the  employee  does  not  commence  work  and  4  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s 
regular  rate  if  the  employee  commences  work. 

7.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each 
of  his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not 
more  than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

8.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  have  ready  access  to  and 
see  the  same: — 

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order. 

( b )  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from  duty 
of  each  of  his  employees. 

9.  ( 1 )  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and  correct 
record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours  worked  each  day 
by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language  of  the 
names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  his  employees. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person  author¬ 
ized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for  inspec¬ 
tion  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or  conditions 
of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

10.  That  Order  No.  10  (1948),  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in  the  sheet- 
metal  trade,  dated  August  3rd,  1948,  is  hereby  rescinded. 

11.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  28th  day 
of  November,  1952,  shall  take  effect  on  the  11th  day  of  December,  1952.

To  His  Honour  the  Administrator  in  Council: 

THE  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that 
requests  for  an  inquiry  into  the  affairs  of  the  City 
of  North  Vancouver  have  been  received  from  the 
North  Vancouver  City  and  District  Property  Own¬ 
ers  Association  under  date  of  October  30th,  1952, 
on  the  grounds  that: — 

1.  On  October  14th  the  City  Comptroller, 
Mr.  R.  W.  Richards  resigned,  the  resignation  to  take 
effect  on  November  14th.  Mayor  Goldsworthy  got 
the  letter  and  immediately  wrote  Mr.  Richards 
relieving  him  of  his  position  as  at  October  14th 
and  enclosing  a  cheque  for  a  month’s  salary.  The 
resignation  had  not  been  before  the  City  Council 
and  there  had  been  no  authority  given  by  the 
Council  for  the  issuing  of  the  cheque. 

“  2.  At  the  City  Council  meeting  of  October 
20th  the  City  Clerk  asked  the  Mayor  if  the  letter 
of  resignation  should  be  read,  to  which  he  replied 
“  no  ”  and  instructed  the  Clerk  to  read  his,  the 


Mayor’s  reply.  The  Council  without  debate  ap¬ 
proved  the  Mayor’s  action.  In  our  opinion  this 
did  not  legalize  the  previous  action  of  the  Mayor. 

“  3.  In  his  letter  of  resignation,  a  copy  of  which 
appeared  in  full  in  the  Vancouver  Province,  certain 
allegations  were  made  of  interference  with  the 
duties  of  the  Assessor,  this  taking  the  form  of  a 
letter  addressed  to  the  Assessor  and  signed  by  the 
City  Clerk  and  dated  April  3,  1951.  This  letter, 
which  is  quoted  in  full  in  the  Treasurer’s  resigna¬ 
tion,  instructed  the  Assessor  not  to  reassess  the 
waterfront  until  further  instructions  were  issued 
by  the  City  Clerk.  In  our  opinion  it  is  important 
to  determine  whether  this  letter  was  written  by  the 
City  Clerk  on  his  own  initiative  or  on  instructions 
from  someone  else. 

“  4.  The  reasons  given  in  the  Clerk’s  letter  for 
holding  back  the  reassessment  seemed  to  us  very 
flimsy  and  consisted  of  matters  which  could  have 
been  discussed  with  the  Assessor  at  any  time  if 
considered  necessary.  Later  in  the  year  it  is  said 
that  the  City  Council  instructed  the  Assessor  to 
again  reassess  certain  residential  properties  with 
dual  occupancy.  These  instructions  then  made  it 
impossible  to  complete  the  assessment  of  the  water¬ 
front  in  1951. 

“  5.  An  addition  to  the  hospital,  jointly  owned 
by  the  City  and  District,  had  been  discussed  for 
some  time  and  a  contractor  dug  the  foundations, 
placed  in  them  certain  forms  for  the  concrete,  and 
had  other  forms  ready  to  put  in  and  lumber  on  the 
ground  for  the  balance,  and  all  this  appears  to 
have  been  done  before  approval  of  the  plans  by 
the  Health  Department  at  Victoria  and  without 
instructions  from  the  City  and  District,  who  are  the 
owners  of  the  property.  It  would  appear  advisable 
to  find  out  who  gave  the  instructions  for  this  work 
and  how  it  is  being  paid  for  and  on  what  authority. 
After  this  situation  had  been  aired  in  the  Press,  the 
Assessor  was  asked  to  sign  a  letter  stating  that  he 
had  not  been  interfered  with  in  his  duties,  and 
when  he  stated  that  he  could  not  do  this,  it  is 
alleged  that  he  was  asked  to  appear  before  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Council,  and  on  doing  so  along  with 
his  solicitor,  no  action  was  taken.” 

And  also  under  date  of  November  20th,  1952, 
inquiring: — 

“(«)  Whether  Alderman  McDevitt  of  North 
Vancouver  City  had  authority  to  write  a 
letter  alleged  to  have  been  written  by  him 
under  date  of  August  5th,  1952,  to  the  City 
Collector  authorizing  the  Collector  to 
accept  the  net  tax  payable  on  Lots  4,  5, 
6,  and  7  of  Block  102,  District  Lot  550, 
in  the  City  of  North  Vancouver,  when  the 
penalty  date  set  by  the  rate  by-law  for 
1952  was  July  17th,  1952. 

“  It  is  believed  that  the  above  letter  is 
attached  to  this  duplicate  receipt  for  this 
payment  which  was  made  on  August  12th, 
1952,  and  filed  at  the  City  Hall. 

“(/>)  Whether  the  City  Council  had  authority  to 
sell  North  Vancouver  Ferry  No.  3  at  the 
time  of  its  sale  this  year,  and  whether 
proper  steps  were  first  taken  by  the  Council 
to  ascertain  its  true  value. 

“  It  is  believed  approval  for  its  sale  was 
given  some  years  ago  at  a  price  of  $35,000, 
and,  further,  that  its  eventual  sale  price 
was  in  the  neighbourhood  of  $3,000.” 

And  that  the  Inspector  of  Municipalities  deems  it 
expedient  to  inquire  into  the  several  matters  here¬ 
inbefore  mentioned  and  generally  into  the  business 
of  the  municipality  in  connection  therewith: 

And  that  by  section  5 10  of  the  “  Municipal  Act  ” 
it  is  provided  that  the  Inspector  of  Municipalities 
may  by  himself,  or  by  any  deputy  or  other  person 
authorized  by  him,  with  the  approval  of  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council,  hold  a  public  inquiry 
concerning  any  matter  connected  with  a  munici¬ 
pality  or  the  conduct  of  any  part  of  the  business  of 
a  municipality: 

And  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council,  the  Inspector  of  Mu¬ 
nicipalities  has  authorized  Donald  E.  McTaggart, 
Q.C.,  to  hold  an  inquiry  into  the  matters  aforesaid: 
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And  to  recommend  that,  pursuant  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  section  510  of  the  “Municipal  Act,”  the 
holding  of  an  inquiry  by  Donald  E.  McTaggart, 
Q.C.,  into  the  matters  aforesaid  be  approved:

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.

1.  The  said  village  municipality  shall  be  called 
and  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “  The  Cor¬ 
poration  of  the  Village  of  Warfield.” 

2.  The  said  village  municipality  shall  comprise 
all  that  area  of  land  hereinbefore  described. 

3.  The  provisions  contained  in  the  Schedule  to 
the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act  ”  shall,  except  as 
varied  by  the  terms  of  these  Letters  Patent,  apply 
to  the  said  village  municipality. 

4.  All  taxes  levied  for  the  year  1952  and  for 
any  of  the  years  prior  thereto  under  the  “  Taxation 
Act  ”  and  the  “  Public  Schools  Act  ”  in  respect  of 
the  area  comprised  in  the  village  municipality  shall 
be  collected  in  the  manner  provided  in  those  Acts 
respectively. 

5.  For  the  year  1952  the  revenue  of  the  Village 
Municipality  of  Warfield  shall  include  the  sum  of 
seven  thousand  dollars  ($7,000)  only  from  the 
taxes  levied  under  the  “  Taxation  Act  ”  for  the 
said  year  1952  upon  the  real  property  within  the 
said  Village  Municipality  of  Warfield. 

From  the  taxes  collected  under  the  “  Taxation 
Act  ”  for  the  said  year  1952  upon  the  real  property 
within  the  said  Village  Municipality  of  Warfield  the 
said  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  ($7,000)  shall 
be  paid  from  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  to 
the  Treasurer  of  The  Corporation  of  the  Village 
of  Warfield  and  applied  for  the  purposes  of  the 
said  village.  The  payment  shall  be  made  not  later 
than  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  1952.

6.  Martin  Lawrence  Krause,  Andrew  Robie 
Tough,  Anthony  John  Kavic,  Cecil  Henry  Simpkin- 
son,  and  Francis  William  Collingwood  are  hereby 
appointed  a  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  village 
municipality,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  have  been  elected  at  the  first  annual 
election  in  the  month  of  December,  1953,  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  Schedule  to  the  “  Village 
Municipalities  Act,”  and  the  election  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  thereafter  shall  be  as  provided  in  the  said 
Schedule.

9.  In  preparation  of  the  assessment  roll  for  the 
year  1953,  reference  shall  be  had  for  purposes  of 
section  44  of  the  Schedule  to  the  "  Village  Munici¬ 
palities  Act  ”  to  the  records  of  the  Land  Registry 
Office  as  of  the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  1953. 

10.  The  Court  of  Revision,  which  shall  consider 
and  deal  with  the  said  roll,  shall  hold  its  first  meet¬ 
ing  on  the  seventh  day  of  April,  1953,  and  shall 
complete  and  authenticate  the  roll  not  later  than 
the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  1953. 

11.  A  by-law  or  by-laws  as  provided  for  in 
section  56  of  the  Schedule  to  the  “  Village  Munici¬ 
palities  Act,”  for  imposing  a  rate  or  rates  upon 
land  and  improvements  within  the  village  munici¬ 
pality  for  the  year  1953,  shall  be  passed  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  1953. 

12.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  power  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  1952, 
to  incur  liabilities  by  borrowing  money,  or  other¬ 
wise,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  village 
municipality  until  the  revenues  for  the  year  1952 
are  available  for  that  purpose,  and  any  liability  so 
incurred  shall  be  repaid  out  of  the  revenue  for  the 
year  1952.

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at 
a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  conspicu¬ 
ous  places  at  the  nearest  post-office  and  at  the 
building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person  shall 
be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen  and 
is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an  owner 
of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the  author¬ 
ized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an 
owner  of  such  land,  or  legal  representative  of  any 
owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  insolvent, 
or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  voter 
under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.”  Every  per¬ 
son  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  the  wife  or 
husband  of  any  such  person  shall  be  qualified  to 
be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of  any  person  to 
vote  at  any  general  meeting  being  challenged,  the 
chairman  shall  have  authority  to  determine  whether 
or  not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the 
chairman  may  require  such  person  to  make  and  file 
with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that  the 
declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such 
general  meeting.  Forthwith  after  the  holding  of 
a  general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  file  witE  the 
Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies  of  all  auditor’s 
reports  and  financial  statements  presented  or  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  meeting. 

9.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires.
